LoNTjoN, Aug. 8.— Li Hung Chang has 
been a centre of interest during tbe 
week. The vicinity of JiortI Lonsdale's 
mansion, Carlton 1 louse terrace, teilipor- 
arilv the resiileme of theCliiiieao envoy, 
ia thronged daily hy jieople aii.xiotis to 
catch a glini|i8i> of the distinguished 
traveller, and he is cheered by crowds 
outsido the house every time he appears. 
Xewspaiiers ptihlisli ci.ltimns destu-ibing 
bis moveinenls each day, and the govern- 
ment olliciaia aio treating him with royal 
honors. 

Much anuisement has been caused by 
an incident in connection with Li lltin'g 
Chang's visit to the House ot Conimona. 
The Chinese statesman's gaze, it ap- 
peal's, wandered over the leading com- 
moners, the .S peaker, Sir Williatii Har- 
coiirt, .Mr. .luseph Chaiiiberlaiii, anti 
others, williout the faintest lairioaily, 
until it rested upon the uiiassnaiiiig per- 
son of .Mr. William Mcl'.wan, meniher 
for the Central division of iMlinhurLdi, 
and a nieniherof tlie firm of Mel'hvaii it 
Co., the well-known brewers of that 
city. l.i llniic's eves immediately 
lirighlened, and be asked eagerly for in- 
formation aa to the iili'iilily of ilcFwan, 
and was somewhat disiippoinieil to learn 
that he was only a hiimhle nicniher of 
the House. It appears tliat the Chinese« 
envoy waa deceived hy Mr. .McEwan's 
Drill lant yellow waistcoat, now the 
hishion, and iuiagineil that he must be a 
liersouageof high rank. 

A phrase wiiich Li Hung used in his 
speech before the China association, at 
tbe han(|tiet tendered liiin at tbe Hotel 
Melropole last night, ia cuminenteil upon 
to-day. He is looked upon as having 
jileaile.l for the assiBtance of I'higliunl in 
ease tile iiidepi'iidi'iice ol China is threat- 
ened fmm within or without when he 
1: " < liir int ereslH run inirallel ; we 
should like lo be able to reckon UDon 
the support of the commercial jiowers 
hoiiM our iiiilepeiiileiice ever be threat- 
ened from any <iiiurter." Tlii'ii is inter- 
preted here as referring to Russia and 
to the French from the direction of Ton- 
qiiin, and the Daily Chronicle says: 
" Hia words have a jiolitical sigiiilicauce 
which cannot be miseed. That Li Hung 
Chang, after enjoying the unstinted and 
overdone hospitality of these two na- 
tions, should appeal to Great Britain in 
n thinly veiled phrase for help against 
them, if necessary, is the moat striking 
fact of his tour." 

Li Hmnr Chung drives abontin a style 
hicii suits him far better than any of 
those adopted iliiriiig the previoiia en- 
tertainments. iMjnr magnilicent equi- 
pages, wliiidi Lord Loiisdiile had special- 
ly built for I'miperor William's visit to 
Lowther Castle, iiaiiiteil yellow — His 
Lordahiii's o^vn color, hut which the 
Chinese atatesiiian takes aa a particular 
impliiiieiit to himself — are used hy Li 
111 his sui 1 e. These gorge uis vehicles are 
horsed by four splendid chestnnta, rid- 
den hy jioatillions in yellow jackets, 
white waiatcoata and white beaver hats. 

A controversy is raging in regard to Li 
Hung Chang's proper title, and ae a re- 
sult the secretary of the Chinese lega- 
tion here haa sent a request to the news- 
papers asking tliein to style the Chinese 
travellerlJ Hung Haiiu', meaning Cirand 
Secretary or Premier Li, instead of Li. 
H im<„' ( 'liting, which is hi.s family name. 
Sonn' newspapers have ciiniplie'il with 
the rei]uesl, In'it iitl lers at ie k to l.i lliing 
Cham;. The hlller'a own canis read 
" I ,e l 'omte hi 1 1 ti ng lT;ang," and itirl h - 
er stale he is aiiil)asaailor-i.'Xtraoriliiiarv 
and plenipi iteiit iai v, which dispoaea of 
the |lel■si^-lellt statement that he litis nO' 
authority to d.) anylhiiig but look over 
l'-uro[u'. 

I'lie jilaiis (or la's visit to the United 
States have been greatly curtailed. He 
will travel home in haste, and it is 
hinted this is due to intrigues against 
him in China, The Chinese envoy will 
arrive in New York August 31, Friday, 
and will hold his first reception on Satur- 
day. The following .Sunday, August 23, 
he wdll take the early train for Phihidel- 
pliia, where he will luncli and remain 
for a h?w liours. The Viscoiiiit Li says 
if Sunday observance is not oiiposed to 
it, Li lliiiig Chang will hold a reception 
.Vut-'iist 'Si in I'lii lai lel(il, ia, and tbe 
traveller Wouhl not olijerl, to visiting 
Crtimp's sh ipyaiils. 1 luring the evening 
he will pn n eed to \Vash ingtiin, where he 
will reinaiii a week. Li Hung (Uiaiig 
then goes direct to Vancouver, H.C., 
wherehe willemhark forCbina. He much 
regrets that ho eaniiot stop at Chicago 
or elsewhere ill the United States; and 
lie has been unable to accept the jiro- 
poaed receptions in Boston and Phila- 
delphia. In Washington he hopes to see 
all the secretaries after his audience 
with President Cleveland, when he will 
present his credentials. 

It is learned that Sir Julian Piiunce- 
fotii'a visit to lyoniion Is diii! to a direct 
Hummoiia from the Marquis of Salis- 
bury. The liriLiah amiiassador was

Proceedings of the Xaiiaimo Meet 
ing: in Connection Witli tlie 
Sugerested Solntion. 



Committee Appoiutecl to Dnift Pe 
titiou for Presentation to 
Federal Governraeut« 



(From The Epterprlso.) 

So f;ir aa numliera and enthusiaeni 
wore concerneil, tli« meeting held in 
Nanaiino on Wudnosddy evoninK to dis- 
cusa tliQ Chinese (jiK'stioii hi relution to 
labor was fully up to tlmt held iu Viui- 
couver Bonie wueka ago. His Worship 
Mayor Davidson presided and made some 
practical prefatory re-narka before intro- 
ducing the various speakers. 

The spealu'rs from Xaiiaimo were Mr. 
,T, iMeUru-or, M.I'.l'., Dr. Walkem, 
:M.r.r., Me-'^nrs. Ralph .Smith, T. Keith 
and Mi. Shejipard of tiio l-'ive-acre lots; 
Messrs. Biirlsvell, Field-Jolineon and 
Melvin and Hawson of Vancouver. 

Mayor Davidaon, in calling the meet- 
ing to order, aaid that the question 
wliich had caused this large gatliernig 
was one of more iniportaneo than tlie 
Manitoba aeliool question, the trade 
(lueatioii or any otiier (juestion. He 
had no hesitation in saying that in 
inQuence and numerically the preaent 
meeting exceeded any other meeting 
hittierto held, and congratulated tlio 
citl7.ens|generally in turning out in aiu h 
niunhers, as it nninifested the iujpor- 
tance of t.lic issue at stake. He then 
briefly recujiitulated what had been done 
in Vancouver in the matter and cx- 
presseil liia aati.sfaetion at tliia young 
city liikin;4 the initiative, and tliu fact 
also that I lie aineiulnients hail Llie aup- 
]iort of all cla.sees. The early history of 
the Cliinese restriction movement in the 
United States was then referred to, and 
tlie dillicultiea which had been sur- 
mounted until the tinal paaaing of the 
exclusion acts. The resources ol Canada 
were unlimite<l but luulevelopeil, but be 
would rather see it reuuun so than |)opu- 
lated by a lot of serfs. The meetinir to- 
night was called to discuss and adopt 
certain resolutions which had been 
passed in Vancouver some time ago. 
Be would call on Mr. Hawson, of Van- 
couver, to address thetn first. 

Mr. Hawson on coming forward was 
received willi applauac. He coni^ratn- 
lated them on having; a mayor who was 
willing' to lake a stand lor the rights "f 
the people, which he cuntrabted strmitily 
with the onduct of tiie mayor of Van- 
couver, who had not back Ixjne enough 
to take a decided lead in the matter, but 
he felt sure that Mayor J>avison wouKl 
be always found ready to do his ntuiDSl 
for the beat interests of ihe cili/.cua.

" Whereas in the opinion of this meet- 
ing the importation ot L.'iiioese into the 
Dominion has resulted and must in- 
evitably result in in jury to I be best in- 
teresia ol tlie eoiiuiry, by tlie unfair 
corniictilior oi such (Jliiriese in the labor 
iiiarki't , I ill.' inlriiiluction and perpbiua- 
tion into our midst of filth, immorality, 
polygamy, gambling, the Opium habit 
and ot.ln'r evils ; 

"And whereas the oontinued wbole- 
aale immitrration of such Chinese in a 
serious menace to the peace and pros- 
perity of tJie Dominion, and to tliis pro- 
vince in particular; 

"Therefore, be it resolved that we 
call Upon the Dominion government to 
increase the tax or duty levied oii 
Chinese under nection 8 of Chinese im- 
migration act (28-iy Vic. chap. 17) from 
.•t^O to .$.100." 

lie wished to deal lirst with the argu- 
ments of those whose views were directly 
opposed to his. These persons were in- 
terested in ttic iiiiiiortation of Cliinese 
and had i,'ri)wn rich by their employ- 
ment. It was argued that if it were 
not for the importation of Chinese cer- 
tain industries would cease. Ilisanswer 
to that was that it waa better that these 
industries should i^eaae if the labor 
imported eventually starved white 
labor out. Lust night in conversation 
with Mr. G. McL. Brown, that gentle- 
man had asked hira how it was possible 
for the canneries to continue and to give 
employment to white liahermen if Chi- 
nese were not employed. His answer to 
that was that moat of th'-^ tishermen 
were not white men, but Ubincse. The 
only reason f.ir their ein|iloyment was 
that by tlioir lauiu- inorilinate dividcmls 
were ohlaiujMl tor tlii! capiLalists at the 
end of the year. We are told, loo, thai 
if it was not for the Uhinose washerman 
the wives of the workingiiien would bi' 
coftipelled to ilesceiid to ttii: wasiimb. 
(lyaiighter.) But he couteuded that it it 
were not for the Chinese laundries, a 
class of women who are now starving in 
Nanaimo and Vancouver would be ob- 
taining a eoni roitalile living. Till' t!hi- 
nese washerman., with his tu.^es and ex- 
penses paid, lives on the poorest food, 
and at the end of four or five years, after 
breaking every moral and sociul law, re- 
turns to China with the money he has 
earned in his pocket. With such facts 
before us, who can assert that they im- 
prove trade? Their social stand int; was 
objectionable. They lived in houses 
unlit for animals, and live upon food 
which no while man (loiild sub- 
sist on and practised vicoa which bc' was 
ashanieil to name. Moreover tliey lake 
no parr, In our political or social affairs, 
but simply hoard up money to go bark 
to China with and live there cointortably. 
Very few Ohinanieii, if any, c jnie here 
with the inlcntion of staying perman- 
ently. To .Vamiimo tiie eoinniittce 
looked for assistance and help, as it was 
in Nanaimo the question was of more 
vital consequence than anywhere else 
in the province. Mr. Maxwell, the 
Inembor elect for Burrard, had told him 
that he would do hia utmost to obtain 
restriction, but to make hia efforts suc- 
ceeaful lie must lie backed up by the 
powerful and unanimous opinion of the 
province. Having asked th.^t, ho would 
ask for Mr. .Maxwell in return the co- 
operation of the citi/.iMia of .Vanaimo. 

.\lter attaching their sigiialares to the 
nelilioii Ihev could also assis', by B|)eak.- 
ing privately and publicly in favor o( 
the object. ' He thought be never aaw a 
greater injustice done to the labor of 
the country than the numning of the 
C.l'.K. Kmpressos with Mongolian 
hands and thoy living the Brilieh flag. 
(Applause.) 

Tlio motion moved by Mr, Hawaon 
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was seconded by .Mr. Tbos. Kitchen, and 
pubsed unanimously. 

Mr. Field-Johnson was the next 
speaker. He aaid that he felt that the 
resolution which he vvaa about to move 
was applicable to Nanaimo on account 
of the number of Japanese living in the 
vicinit}'. 

(Then follows a long reaoiution ilcal- 
ing with t he .Japanese (pieslion.] 

lie said tliat they all knew that a 
treaty bad been signed by (.ireat lii ilain 
anil .jajian, which within the period if 
two years after signature would be ap- 
I)licable to many of our dependencies. 
By this treaty .laiKUiese were, notwith- 
standing having taken the oath of alle- 
giance to Britain, exempt from miliiaiy 
empressmenl in ease of a general con- 
scription. They weie also liable to be 
recalled to Japan in case their services 
were required — two moat unheard of 
conceesiona. When the agitation waa 
going on in Vancouver Mr. Nosse had 
earemlly followed the movement and 
had written to the press in de- 
fence of the Japanese, and also to 
show their superiority over the Chinese. 
Sonic of his statements were not in 
keeping with facts. I'or instance, he 
staled tlial the jinrickhsaw man earne 1 
from 4-1 to $0 per day. The speaker 
(luoled authorities to jirove that the run- 
ner of this machiiit! only earned two 
cents for drawing a person a i]uarter of a 
mile and live cents foi- two and a half 
mile, aiul if all day -10 ceiils. That was 
rather dill'erenl frmii fl to ^."i per liay. 
.lapaiiese had the same freedom as the 
whites ill British tJoluiiibia, but sncli 
waa not t he case with whitea in .Ia|ian. 
To travel lliroiigb the country they re- 
quired a passport and they conid only 
purdiase ai licL's or do business through 
their native attendants. On one occa- 
sion. Oil applviuii to Mr. Nosse for a ciii)y 
of the A n>;lo- Japanese treaty he had 
been told to get his own treaty, and a' 
the Caradians did not cease their agita- 
tion they would feel the power of the 
.la]->anese imperial parliament. (l.au<;h- 
ler.) The s|ieal;er then referred to ^Ir. 
N'osae'a public alatcnient that there were 
onlv -too .lajianese in B. C, whereaa he 
founil that l,iiUO fishing licen.'-es hail 
been issued to this initionality alone. 
The reeineat to the I>i)minion govern- 
ment for legislative enactment should 
be Htrong enough to coiiunand their at- 
tention, and he luiped that all classes 
would Stand shoulder to shoulder, hand 
to tiaiid and heart to heart unlil their 
object bad been attained. Tliey should 
apjieal to the sympalhy of the British 
people, wlio have never yet been known 
to turn a deaf ear to a down-trodden or 
oppressed people. { Applause. ) This 
motion, like the former, was nnaniinons- 
ly passed. 

Mr. Burtwell, the ne):t speaker, after 
a preliminary apology of nervousness, 
moved the following reBolulioii; 

" Resolved that in the opinion of this 
meeting it is desirable that some action 
he taken to brin^ the cjuestion of .Mon- 
golian immigration to the notice of the 
Federal government by the nreparalion 
of a iietition to he circulated and signed 
in all parts of the province, to be after- 
wards jjresenleil to the government al 
Ottawa, said petilion to cover the ground 
set forth in the resolution passed at this 
meeting, and that a representative pro- 
vincial committee be appointed from 
this ineeliui!, with power to add to their 
iinmber, to draft »uch petition, obtain 
signatures thereto, and forward same to 
Ibitish tJolnmb'a rep'eseritati ves for 
preseiitalion al ( aiawu." 

Continuing, .Mr. liurtwi.dl espresaed 
his di.dighl at ceemg so large an audi- 
ence present, but reiiiiiidcd iheiii that a 
large audience did nol settle the ipies- 
tion al issue. He gave a short sketcli of 
Ihe history of tlie inovement which led 
up to the ■•yclusion act of the 1'. S., 
and described how the movement nad 
in its earlier career been characleri/ed 
as a mere fever, hut they had shown 
I hat it was a slow fever which could only 
lie cured by a dose c)f the exclusion act. 
lie briefly refeired to the arguments 
iii.idu uae of by certain correapondeuts 
in the Vancouver jtress, and more e;- 
j)ecially to the leltera of one who signed 
hinisell l''air l-'acts— more aptly ternieil 
L'nfair I'acts. In conclusion Mr. iiiirt- 
well said that he did not exi)ect thai one 
petition would attain the object, but 
that they must keep hammeriiig away. 
(;\l)pbiiise.) 

Tlie resobilioii wa- carried. 

A resolution " tiial copies of nil the 
former resolutions be foruarde.l io iiie 
bientenant-i.iovernur in l-oiiin.., willi 
the rei|iiest that I be same reeiive otiii ial 
endoi ^eiiieiil and support , and that the 
various ineinbiM's of the piovincial legis- 
lature be reques ed to use theix best en- 
deavors to secure en h eudorsements," 
was also carried, 

.Mr. J. McCjregor, M.I'.P., was then 
called on by the chairman, and on com- 
ing forward waa received with apjilause. 
lie aaid be waa pleased to see a meeting 
ot Ibis kind called in Nanaimo as it 
afforded an opporluiiity to all classes 
of Ihe coniiiiunilv to express their opiii- 
ioiiH on Ibis matter, ile was in syiii- 
(lalhy with the objects of the nieeiing 
and waa willing to give a hearty sup- 
|)ort to the foriv :rding of the objects of 
the Anti-Chinese .AaHocialion. (-Ap- 
jilanse.) Lesa than two yeara ago when 
in Victoria be had l)een told liy rtai- 
denta of CJariboo and other jiortiona ot 
the upp(!r (Country that ihey hail not 
found liie Chinese any ilelrimenl to the 
couiury because they look up claims and 
worked them that no white man would 
look at. fjiist year he met these same gen- 
tle m e n ,and they were then as iioatile to the 
Chinese as they could poEsibly be, Tliey 
complained that it was a ahame that no 
while man could.get employment in the 
district and especially on the large by-

Some Victoria aldermen, we see, are 
very impatient of criticism. Though 
professing to be exoei'ditioly liliiTiil, they 
abuse like lishwives llioso wim are ho 
audacious ;is lo lltid fault with the way 
in which they cniidiii'l llie aff;iii-,-i of the 
city. They have undertaUen lo keep tbe 
city in good order, and lE they make a 
mesa of its afTairs they should bear rea- 
sonable criticism paliently. 

One would isupiiose that aiiion<; the 
most important dulicH ol the aldermen 
is the keopini; of tbe city bridu'es stile 
anil in good repair. As tlie lives of citi- 
zens depend upon their performing this 
duty faithfully, there can be no imagi- 
nable excuse for neglecting it. Yet we 
see that those aldermen who so sharply 
and so bitterly resent criticism ditl ne- 
glect it, and, from what we hear, 
are still neglecting it. Jt is not to he 
denied that tlie IViint Kllire bridge, 
when tlie awiiil diraater through which 
BO many lives were sacriSced occurred, 
was in a disgraceful condition. We do 
not profess to know anything aliout 
the law of the case, but we do know that 
the CMty Council wa.s morally rcupon-ihle 
for the condition of that bridge. The 
City Council baa the nversigbt of tbe 
city's atTttirs. Its members are bound to 
see that life and property within its 
limits are as safe as human care and 
foresight can make them. The City 
Council ought to have known of the con- 
dition of that brid;,'e. .\'o matter whose 
bu=iiit.ss it is to keep it in reiiair, iis soon 
as they found it was iiii.sal'e. a-: soon as 
they saw that it was ricketly imd that 
its timbers were rotting, they should 
have had it closed to traffic. The City 
Council have undoubtedly that power. 
Why did they not e.yercise it? That i?, 
assuming that tliere are douhts 
as to its olili'.Mtioii to i;eep it 
in repair. It d<H's, we iniisl sav, 
a|)|iear .^itigtilar lor t'ily t.'Dtinriilni s who 
neglected this plain dtity to re.'-enl the 
strictures of those who in this matterac- 
ciisc them of carelessness, ineoinpeteiicy 
and worse. It seems to lis thtit the 
Councillors who are either directly or 
iiiclireelly responsible for the awful lo'-'s 
of life and for the gidi;f and tbe sorrow 
which that loss occasioned, should liaiig 
their beads in shame when any allusion 
is made to it either in public or in pri- 
vate. It is said that corporations have 
no souls to be saved or bodies to lie

1 1 ad die ]ii e.;s man been desirous of 
giving the news instead uf creating un- 
easiness and diequiet in the minds of 
those having loved ones aboard the ves- 
sels named, he could easily have ascer- 
tained that the Everett is lying in San 
I'ranoisco and has been since Tuesday 
last. She arrived at the Bay City on 
time and reported no unusual incident 
on the voyage south from the mines, 
Thi'ie are three of the Drum line ves.=el8 
no .V on t heir way to liiitish ;'olmiibin, 
but none of these is hmg encni'.di out to 
create alarm. These are the Drunirock, 
from Liverpoiil lo X'ictoria direct, con- 
signed to K. I'.

The steamer Willapa has returned to 
the Sound safely from the North, bring- 
ing down more 1 1 isap pointed ]irospectors 
frcmi Cook's Inlet. One of these states 
that it had been found that all the placer 
deposits about Cook's Inlet had been 
worked out years ago, probably by the 
Russians in the eighteenth eenturv, the 
remains of constructiond and workings 
being still visible.

Satisfactory licport From the Audit 
Committee— Jliniuff Prospects 
Make Uulloolv uriglit. 



[From Uio Flimncior, July 21] 

An ordinary general meeting of tliis 
banlc waa hield at the Cannon Street 
hotel on Wednesday last; Sir Robert 
Gillespie (the cliairraan) presiding. 

I\Ir. S. Cainoroii Alexiinder (seeretary 
and iiKUi:ii.'oi-; having read the notice 
convening the aiuoling, 

Tlio Chiiirtnan eaid : Gentlemen, my 
first duty is to intimate to you — and 1 
do it with considerable regret — tlie 
resignation of my old and esteeniLMl 
friend, Sir CMiarlca Tuppur. He wrote 
me on the "-".(t.h nf April hi«t inliniat iIl^^ 
tiiat in conseiiuence uf his ariH'jitinjj the 
preniierehip iie waa compelled to re.si-^Ti 
Ilia seal on nir board. I wrote tuin lja<'k 
expressing our very great regret, and I 
am perfectly sure the shareiiolders will 
Join with me in that regret. (Hear, 
hear.) .At tlie .July meetiii;.'.s we are nut 
able to present to you the accounty for 
tlie pasl half year, from the simple hud 
tliat the period elall^;ed from the .".Olh of 
June la.st does not admit, of our receiv- 
inti the ai'countM from the hranrhes in 
Butlieieiit time to enable UH to prepai'e a 
full statement of the lianli'a airair.s. ( )n 
tiiis occasion we are a week later in 
meetint; you than usual, but this we 
have done lor the special purpose cf 
vaiting the arrival of .Mr. Ward, our 
chief in Brit isb (Columbia, who is now 
present to all'ord any information that 
may be required of "him by the share- 
holders. The accounts, when completed 
and verified, will be printed and sent 
to each shareholder, as is our custom. 
In the circular we nave recently eentout, 
the directors reeornuiend a dividend for 
the hall-year endini; the liOth June last, 
at the rate of I [)ercent. perannum. The 
net prolitH for that period amount to 
illi.HIl, 15?, lOd. The dividend will 
absorb .£12,(ii)li, leavinj: a balance of 
,£2,841, lus, bid to bo carried forward to 
the current half-year. This result, gen- 
tlemen, I adjiiit is disajipointing, and 
much loss than we have of late years 
been al)le to distiibute, arising partly 
from the continued low rates for money, 
the restricted business on the I'acilic 
coast, and the coiiseciuent iliminialied 
resources of the trading community, and 
I may also mention that the first half of 
the year is and always has been what 
■we term the lean half of the year. Tlie 
directors, however, are very hopeful that 
the worst phase of the depression baa 
now passed, and that we may before 
long soe an improvcjiuent in tlu^ general 
trade of Britisb C'oiunibia, and in the 
United .States on the I'acilic coast ; and 1 
tliink no one can arrive at any other 
conclusion when you observe the ])ro- 
gressive development of the coinitry, 
and consitler it.s rich resources in min- 
eral wealth that seems to be now ex- 
tending over tlie Dominion of Oanada. 

I wish particularly at this lime to 
draw your notice to the linancial jmsi ■ 
tion of the bank. On the 30th Juno the 
cash assets in London and at all the 
branches were £1,181,431, and the imme- 
diate liabilities £1,826,261, sliowine 89 
per cent, in available resources to meet 
all the immediate liabilities, (.\pplauae.) 
I am sure, gentlemen, tills strong posi- 
tion will be most satisfactory to you. 
This leads me to notice with much re- 
gret the serious deiireciation iu our 
shares, for wdiicb I maintain there is no 
legitimate (.'aiise.

On the last occa- 
sion of our meeting you I htid the un- 
pleasant duty of aslcing you ti3 apprr)Ve 
the resolution of th<! directors to apnio- 
priate a large sum from the reserve fund 
to meet the est imated contingent lo.sses 
to which I then fidly alluded, and 1 have 
now to inform y<iu that out of that sum 
of £135, OOt) we have a p])roi)riated ClL'ti,- 
4615, which disposes of all the estimated 
loss from those bad and doubtful ai'- 
counts and leaves a credit btdancc 
of ,i;!l,.")Oti, incdusive of a small 
amount at credit of old bad and 
doubtfid accounl.4 unappropriated. The 
b.ilaiuea remaining due on these ac- 
counts, £170,li4t), are valued by our chief 
oflicials abroad aa good eventually, and 
at the same time we bold good security, 
representing £l.'j8,588, which presents u 
guarantee for these accounts. These 
facta, f;('ntleinen, coi roborate the atate- 
muntfl I made to )'ou at our last meet- 
ing, notwithstanding the unworthy in- 
sinuations that have l)een made that 1 
had not told you the wdiole truth, ft 
transi)ired after last, meeting that cer- 
tain of our large shareh(dders expresseil 
a wish that tin independent audit of the 
accounts and securities should be made 
at all the branches of the bank. To this 
suggestion the directors nillinkdv and 
readily consented, and through the as- 
sistance of Messra. Kemp i*i Co., the well- 
known accountants, we were able to 
secure the services of an accountant of 
great experience and capacity, who pro- 
ceeded immediately to America, and 
after a very exhaustive examination and 
inspection of the bank's branches, w ith 
the view espe<d!illy aa to the bail and 
doubtful acconnta and the securitiea, he 
lias anggested some revisions, IkjIIi " for 
and against," in the estimated value 
of some of the nccotinta and of the 
securities, and to this the direc- 
tors have given duo coiiHideral icjii 
in the hist valuation, as now named to 
you.

Koriny- 
S(.'lf, 1 am aciHiaed ul withholding tlie 
full trulb iu my exphtnatiuii of tire 
lo.-ses at our last Kebruary meeting, and 
lliat I had not made a •'clean breast of 
the poi-itiou." For n jieriod of nearly 
thirty-live years, gentlemen, I have had 
the honorot servingyou with constant at- 
tention and eaie either as chairman or de- 
puty-chairman of the bank. (Applause.) 
During that time its success and pros- 
perity have been very great, liaviiig 
divided among you in the shape of divi 
dend alone llie sum of £919,303— (ap- 
]ilausel— and you have ever extended to 
me and my colleagues your cordial SUp- 
])ort and contidence, and I say now con- 
lidently, 1 have yet to learn that either 
my colleagues or myself have forfeited 
your trust in us — (applause) — or tliat 
your directors have in any way fallen 
from that bigli standanl of integrity and 
honor it has ever Ijcen 1 liei r ellbrt and 
desire to maintain, and 1 do not d inbt 
but that one anil all of you will sympa 
thise u ith us under so cruel an injustice 
and wrong. I utterly deny the untonnd- 
ed and malicious acciisationa charged 
against the directors, insjiired, no doubt, 
by a corresi>oiideiil whose malice and 
falsehoods may yet be unravelled and 
exposed. (A[)plause.) The cluuruiaii 
then read tlie report of Mcasra. ICeiiip, 
I'ord&Co., and concluded by moving 
" That a dividend be paid on tlie naid-u;) 
capital of the bank ot the rate of 4 per 
cent, per annum, free of income-tax, for 
the half-year ended 3l)th June last, pay 
alile on or after the '2bth inst." 

Mr. Guy Odwald Smith seconded the 
nioiioii. 

.Mr. Ward said : 1 am glad to be al)le 
to say that aa far aa 15ritish Columbia ia 
concerned the ilei)reHsion from wdiicli ve 
have been suffering for the last few years 
seems to be gradually — very gradually — 
passing off. Mining prospects are im- 
proving in every part of the province. 
Discoveries in all the known parts of the 
province are being constantly added to, 
with more or less promise of value. In 
the Koutenay district, west and east, 
mining is in full blast, and the product 
constantly increasing, and the great 
recommendation of tlie district is that 
its iirogress ia steady — without any set- 
hack so far, and so far as one's judg- 
nii'iit can foresee, the conlinued steady, 
substantial |>rogressof the mining indus- 
try is aasureil. West Koolenay owes its 
prosperity to the construction of trans- 
portation facilities by rail to connect 
both north and south— north with the 
Canadian Pacific railway, and south with 
the United .Stales transcontinental lines 
— and the government of British Uoliiin- 
biaaro entitled to much credit for tlieir 
assistance and share in bringing tbi 
about. These transportation facilities 
are being extended and increased, and 
must assist very greatly in adding 
to the wealth and extent of the district. 
ICaat Kootenay is hoping for added trans- 
portation facilities by the construction 
of a line through the Crow's Xest Pass, 
where there is a vast and v.iluable coal 
tielil. The project for the development 
of this coal Held and the eonstruclion of 
this railway is now under the serious 
consideration of leading men. Theolder 
district of Cariboo, which yielded so 
much gtdil thirty years ago, is again 
having attention from capitalists, but 
its remoteness from I'ailway communi- 
cation retards its jiidgreES seriously 
ilydraulic mining baa been entered into 
both at Williams' Creek and at the fork 
of Quesnelle river, at the former place 
by English capitalists and at the latter 
by Montreal enterprise. In both cases 
vigorous work is being done, and at the 
latter results in an outiiut of gold Inive 
already made a favoralde record. I trust 
tlie government, both of the Dominion 
and of the [irovince, reali/.lng the advan- 
tages gained in the Kootenay by the 
ojjeniiig up of railways there, may iie en- 
couraged to similar enterjirise in the 
Cariboo country, and 1 feel tissured that 
such enterprise will eM'ei't similar favor- 
able progiess. The ciiuiitry on the ive.- 
I'oastof N'ancouver Island, the islands u 
tlie east coast , the district of Lillooet, an 
many other points all show mineral 
wealth, and these prospects all require 
capital, enterprise and pluck to prove 
whether they can he made profitable or 
not. These things all take time, and I 
do not look for (nor do 1 think it ia de- 
sirable that we shiiulil have) a rapid for- 
ward movemenl .ihich might prove epli- 
enieral. Steady , suhstaiit iai [iro^iress is 
what 1 hope anil e\ iiert. and with this 
movement in the country the hank's in- 
terests and prolits must, grow in pro- 
jiortion — hir we have huilt up a valuable 
imsiriesH ibirinu' the lust thirty-t"our 
years, and although conipetition is in- 
creasing and sullicieiitly afgi-essive. we 
are well establislii-d, and have such an 
identity of iiitercatH with the country 
and its pei);jle that we have no misgiving 
as to holding our own satisfactorily or 
getting our fair share of what is going. 

Col. Mortimer said Mr. Ward was re- 
ported to have claimed exemption on 
behalf of the bank from income tax. 
(.\pplauso. ') 

Mr. Ward, in rejily, said: Some un- 
founded stal enien ts have been imldish- 
ed respecting the bank's having en- 
deavored to escape payment of taxes, 
and that the government of the j)rov- 
iiice liaa " exceptionally favored " us in 
that connection. Now this is so grossly 
false that it ia evidently the result of 
malice, and intended to reflect upon the 
government aa well as the bank. The 
hank has never either desired or at- 
tempted to evade any item of taxation, 
anil the ex[)lanatioii of the dispute is 
that the ( iovernmeiit .\ssessor assessed 
the hank both for tax on income anil 
tax on personal property fiom w hich the 
income is derived, and, so far from " ex- 
ceptionally hivoring " the bank, the 
government insisteil, notwithstanding 
that two Himilar previous aiipeals had 
been deidded in onr favor, that wo must 
go again to the judge of the 
assessment appeals. This was done, 
with th(! result that our con- 
tention that the double tax- 
aliiin was against the statute was 
again fully auataiiied. (Applause.) The 
sif.tuto expressly provides that the per- 
sonal jiroperty upon which income is de- 
rived 18 exempt from taxation, and this 
was all that in the interests of the ahare- 
hnldera, and in lu-otectioii of our rights, 
wo contended for. The form of return 
showing t lie amoiintof personal jiropert v 
within the province liable to taxation 
under t he si at ute would not, of course, 
be taken by any intelligent iiersoii as 
showing the real position of tlio hank as 
in a balance-sheet, because the property

held outside tlii^ province (e.g., invest- 
ment in consols or U. S. bonds held in 
I'biLdand) would not be imduded. As a 
matter of fact the amount of jirovhieial 
taxes paid by the Bank of Britisb Col- 
umljia has exceeded that paid by any 
other bank in the province. (Applause.) 

The motion was then put and carried 
unanimously. 

Dr. Drvsdale proposed' a vote of 
tbnnks to the directora for their conduct 
of the all'airs of the liank. He did so be- 
cause these were bad times, and in bad 
times the shareholders should endeavor 
to give the directors their beat support. 
(Hear, bear. ) When ho listened to Sir 
Robert (iillespie he felt that he was lis- 
tening to a gentleman of great age, ex- 
lieiience, and probity, (.\pphuise.) lie 
iioped the bank might contiiitie to be an 
admirable institution. Whatever hap- 
pened, lie felt convinced that ttie direc- 
tors were doing their best for the share- 
holdeis. (.\pplauae,) 

Mr. Edward JIaaterman Beeoiided the 
motion, which was passed by acclama- 
tion. 

The Chairman, in acknowledging the 
compliment, saia that after a period of 
nearly sixty years in the City of London, 
this was the "first time he had ever had 
mud thrown at him, and be felt it 
acutely — perbajis more acutely because 
he knew it was false. (.\iiplause.) 
With regard to the future, it was daimer- 
ous to iirophesy. They bad ,£ 170,000 still 
due to thiMii , liut their rcHponsi ble olli- 
cers said that that IITO.OOO was good. 
They had nearly i;lt)0, 1)1)0 of security 
which was truod agiiinst it. When this 
tliitiir waa wound up there might be 
good salvage, and that salvage, if they 
had the power to do so, wjuhl be carried 
back to the reseive fund. (Hear, bear.) 
He assured the shareholders that it was 
the anxious desire of the directors to 
conduct the bank with honor and in- 
tegrity. (Applause.) 

The proceeding then terminated.

It had been coiuinouly iUjjit,'rLe(l 
that one wliito man was as good ii^liroe 
Chinamen at work of any kind. That 
\Vii8 not Ilia experieiioo. Lie had found 
that whether it waH in mining coal or 
iilearing land ii Chinaman was tlie eiiual 
of the white. The real diinger was the 
cheupnesa of their Uibor arid that was 
Avhy ho was opposed to them. His social 
status had nothing to do with him as he 
never intended to aesociate witli them. 
(Laughter.) When in Victoria in the 
early part of the year lie was struek by 
the number oi Chinese tailor ^hopa on 
Government street oyned bj^Uhinese 
and in which Ohinee^aad even Japan- 
ese labor n as used. He was sure that 
they did not make clothing for other 
Chiiianieii, hut furwliite men. In iiKuiy 
places shirts and ()\-erall.s were made 
and wbiob were eventually worn by the 
people here. Tbvse artieles of clotbiiij: 
were made at low rates, lie liad on one 
oeeafiioii been visited by a (•binuinan in 
this city who bad oll'ered to make up 
overalls for lum for T.'x'enta a dozen, but 
he did not winb to have any dealiii;:s 
witli a class (if tlial kind, llepromieed 
to do everything in Iiih jiower to further 
the object before tho ineetini;. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Dr. Walkem, M.P.P., w.as the m .Nt 
speaker, and on coming l'<ir\v;uil was 
irreeted with loud apt)laiise. lie s:ii(l 
that a^'ilations on tliia (lufation had, 
ever since he landed in this province, 
been of an iuterniittent character, ile 
could remember that in 1875, the year 
of his arrival, a general election for the 
local legislature vras then pending, and 
nmoiiK other t|uestion8 intermixed in 
the ])iditical strife was the ( ^biiiese prob- 
lem. ISoth sides at that I one were plcdj^ed 
to seek Some ireans uiv ul K'\'iiitir.i; the 
evil cil t'liinese eompetitiea with white 
lidior. Xor weie these pledges conlined 
to the cMiididatcH lur the local asseinblv, 
litit extended tj tlie representatives iii 
ibe lluiise of Ooniniona, who had re- 
Iieatedly l)rout;lit the subject before the 
attention of the Dominion Hou.se. lie 
well remembered the tir.st time that he 
heard the (lutistiun of Chinese labor 
mentioned in connection with polities. 
It was ill Kinsiston, Ontario, durinj; the 
campai>;n of January, 187-1. Itmigbtbe 
remembered that the Jlacdonakl l'ov- 
ernment resitjned otJico in the fall of 
1873. A dissolution of the House fol- 
lowed, and the elections were fixed lor 
the foliowinjr January. One day durinr; 
the course of that eainpiiiKn he heard 
Sir John Macdoiuild explain to the 
electors of Kint^ston, at a public meet- 
iiiiriutlie citytiall. the difference lie- 
Iwi'en his and .Mi-. .Nhickenxie's polii'v in 
the binliliiit: of tbeC.P.U. lie accused 
the bilter neiiLlciiuui of a desire to 
biiilil the road by lueana of Cbinesi' 
<dieaj) labor instead of navvies impurled 
inun Kni;laiid fer the purjxise iil cun- 
strucLion and nlterior sell lenient. If 
Sii- .b)bn had carried out tlie work on 
fill' lines laid down at Kinijat.on he would 
hiive tione well — but be failed to do so.

RtiU remain in ube country, a staiulirij^ 
ini'iia.-e and foil lo the usi>iratioiis ol 
white hilior. in I'biiibvnd, as i.s well 
known, the )j:overnnienl . represen t iiit; 
educated opinion) in Ihc disnultis which 
arise between capiial ami labor admits 
that the plene in su[hiiii1 m' tlic rii;iils of 
capital serve cipially tojustily llic basis 
of unionism, ami it tlierelnre iirt-serves a 
strict r.eutrali ty. This iinderstandiic^Dr 
rule was ani.1 is still utterly violated by 
the Dominion government by the free- 
dom given lo the importation of coolie 
labor. Capital, therefore, atill continues 
to exercise its right of combination while 
the arms of white labor are fettered by 
the introduction of a labor with whicli 
he cannot asaociato -and conKciiueiitly 
cannot combine, an.l cniiibination 
against capital is perfectly legitimate, 
provided always that legitimate nieaiia 
are used to attain the end. [Loud ap- 
plause. I 

After continued ami many attempts 
had been made to enlist the ci-opcra- 
tion (if trie dominion i:overiiiiient, mir 
iiieiiiber, .Mr. liordoii, in the sprin;^ of 
ISSI made the following; iiui;ii)n in ihe 
1 1 Diise of Commons ; "That in tbcDpin- 
iiMi id ibis house it is (ixpedient tn eiiart 
11 law |)rohi bitiir^ the incomin;^ id tybi- 
ni!se to that portion of CiUiaila known as 
Hrilisb L^ilunibia," lie Subsequently 
w ilhilrew the motion at the request of 
Sir Jehu Macdonald, on a promise made 
by him on behalf of the government that 
a commission would he issued to incpiire 
into and report on the whole suhjeei of 
Ohinese immigration. Hon. J. A. Chap- 
leau and Mr. Justice Gray were aubsu- 
qneiitly appointed two coinmissioners to 
make the iiniuirieH, Me would not s.iy 
much on the subject of tlio coiiiiniaaion 
fiirtber than to remark that in readim; 
the rejiDrt be was much stnicl< with the 
absence oi iiiucli evidence which inij:bt 
have been lurnisbed by those in a jiosi- 
tion to repieaeiii the int(irest.s ot tlie 
white labor of tliia province, while on 
the other hand he iiotii;ed tliat capital 
and its friends ami alli(!s wen? well rc- 
])re.seiued and tludr evidence plentihilly 
taken. As the result i if the coiilimied 
eflbrts of our faithful rcjireaenlative, 
the late D. W. Goidoii. a head tax of 
$50 was imposed upon any Cliimunen 
coming into the country. But this does 
not seem to meet the difliuulty. Tlie 
same old grievance exists, and it is now 
sought to raise tho tax to a prohibition 
standard. He thought that in thej)re- 
Bentaiion of any argnmenl againatChiii- 
ese lalior great care should ho exereified 
in tlie statements made. Wild and ex- 
agyeraled charges of imniomrMy and 
kindred f;iiliug3, charges too which sift- 
ing luitrht prove untrue, would only 
deal a blow at the cause wliiidi would 
entail its death.

Pro- 
fessions of an aiiti-Cliinese character 
are idle unless one practises what one 
preaches. Now this induced liiin (Dr. 
Walkem) to make a few iiaamng re- 
marks, upon ono of whom the mass of 
workingmen in this city are afraid to 
speak, and ho could fully uiidorstaJid 
their position. But he, the speaker, 
occupied no such position. Ho was not 
subject to his yoke, and iia a repreaenta- 
tive he feared not tho frortu, nor did ho 
care for nor dread opposition of the su- 
perintendent of the Vancouver collieries. 
Everyone was well aware that in the de- 
velopment of the coal industry that su- 
perintendent had been continually pos- 
ing both hero and in the coal market it- 
self as tbe friend of wdiite labor and as 
oppo.sed to the employment of (.'hiiu'se, 
Jf a man was sincere in this sciilinienl 
in one kind of labor tlcit sentiment was 
ecinally applicable to all other iiidnslries. 
Let anyone go to the farm which that 
aujicrinteiident is at present working 
with (.'uolie labor. Those potatoes, and 
crops of all kinds, are cultivated and 
reaped and brought into our markets to 
compete with the products of honest in- 
dustry. As tbe representative of the 
farmers of South Nanainio he must pro- 
test against this competition. (l>oud ap- 
plause.)
